AMERICA MAY RESORT TO HUNGER 
TO BEND GERMAN - BRITISH KNEES 


/ 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The United States government may summon hunger 
as its ally to bring England and Germany to their knees in the situation which has 
caused German submarine warfare to threaten American commerce. 
This is hinted at in official circles today. Its sponsors declare President Wilson 
may establish an “air-tight” embargo on the exportation of foodstuffs to Germany or to 
the allies unless all agree to the demands of America. 
The president has been strongly urged by Mayor Mitchell of New York, and others 
of equal prominence, to take such action, to prevent the drawing of this country into the 
European conflict. 
It is generally believed such action would cause the belligerents hastily to grant the 
American demands, and assure American commerce of freedom from attack or seizure.

FACTS ABOUT CALIFORNIA 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


In an address at the recent convention of tho 
California Association of N urserym en at San Diego, 
Mr. P eter Bisset, plant introducer of tho United 
States D epartm ent of A griculture, said in part regard­ 
ing the Ai ort do: 
" It Is a discussion that I have been very m uch Interested 
In for som e yours, doing w hat I could to In terest people 
to plan t these trees both in C alifornia and In Florida. 
It is not only a fru it—it is a food, and I think we will have 
to place it am ong tile food product*. 
As for tile m arket, 
I m ight tell you of a visit I m ade to n com m ission dealer 
in San F rancisco about one y ear ago. 
W hen I en ter a 
city I like to go into the m ark ets and see w hat fru its are 
on the stands. I dropped into a com m ission dealer'* place 
of busine** and found a shipm ent of Avocado* from tile 
Island of T ah iti, .lust in th a t m orning. 
T here w er^ forty 
boxes and each box contained four dozen flu b s which 
sold Inside of tw o hours at from $3.00 to $5.90 [ter dozen, 
w holesale; and, from tin* figures given today in regard to 
tile yield, you can readily see d ial th ere a re going to bo 
fortunes m ade In the cultivation of th e Avocado. W hen 
I hear of a m an selling his crop from one tree for som e­ 
th in g like $3,000, I don't think th a t when you m ultiply 
th at by 50. a m an would ta* very foolish to try it; and I 
believe dial 
for the next tw enty years probably the 
A vocado will pay a very m uch larg er profit th an you are 
now receiving from your citru s crop, and to all living 
in a section w here tile Avocado can bo grow n, I Would 
advise you lo plant them .” 
If favorable action in taken at this session of tho 
state legislature on Assemblyman Henry Hawson's 
bill to amend the existing state law governing tile 
m anufacture and sale of evaporated cream in Califor­ 
nia, a company capitalized at $600,000 will be formed 
in Fresno and will erect til roe plants a t a cost of 
$50,000 each. 
Three hundred thousand dollars to­ 
ward the financing of the plants to handle the evap­ 
orated cream will be secured in F resno while Ute re­ 
maining amount will be brought in by the outsiders. 
The plan is to in sta ll three condensers in the San 
Joaquin valley, thus affording the dairym en ait addi­ 
tional m arket for their product. The exact locations 
of tile proposed condensers have not as yet been 
definitely determ ined, but one will likely be placed at 
Riverdale, 
Progress up to January 15 on the $18,000,HOO state 
highway system , as reported by tile Highway Com­ 
m ission shows 1008.5 miles completed or in process 
of construction and 2150 miles of finished surveys. 
This mileage includes 685.5 miles of concrete, from 
twelve to twenty-four feet wide, according to traffic 
demands, supplemented by m acadam shoulders, giv­ 
ing a minimum width of eighteen and a maximum 
width of 30 feet. 
The rate a t which concrete con­ 
struction is advancing is shown in the purchases of 
cement. 
In 1914 the commission bought 573,066 bar­ 
rels, as against 132,955 in 1912.

It is said th at H enry M illers’ Peach Tree ranch. 
M onterey county, Is being inspected by Los Angeles 
capitalists with the Intention of buying it.

land holder in the southern part of M onterey county 
is hoping a sale is made and th at the ranch will be 
subdivided into.sm all parcels. There are 75,000 acres 
in this one holding. 
Several thousand acres eau be 
cultivated nnd about 10,00 acres irrigated.

bait by seining. 
The law would hit 
the industry in the eye. 
The rod and I 
reel fellows say .seining injures 
the 
surf fishing. 
Yesterday it was pointed out that 
there is now a law prohibiting the 
taking of fish with a net. That is pro­ 
tection enough, 
lf the law were en­ 
forced by the Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion, those operating a 
seine 
would 
throw surf fish hack into the ocean. 
As it is, muuy fishermen pay no re­ 
gard to the law. 
Victor Walker said that one addi­ 
tional law might be passed to protect 
the surf fish, aud that would lie a law 
to prohibit sale of surf fish. 
However, 
he said thut if that law were passed 
and no more attention paid to its en­ 
forcem en t than is paid to the enforce­ 
ment of the present law, it would not 
amount to any protection either 
The committee said that :\o aeiuin1;
